BERLIN, Nov. 18. — Germany 


called home today its Ambassador

The summons to Ambassador 
Hans Dieckhoff was sent just four 
days after announcement that Unit- 
ed States Ambassador Hugh R. 
Wilson had been ordered home by 
President Roosevelt for report and 


consultation. 

The order for Dieckhoff, to re- 
turn came as a surpr even to 
many Foreign Office functionaries. 
Foreign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop and other members of the 
Cabinet apparently have found it 
difficult to believe Dieckhoff's ca- 
bled reports concerning American 
reaction to Germanys anti-Semi- 
tisni. e 8 
DNB, the official news agency, 
said “the Ambassador will inform 
the Wreign Minister in detail con- 
cerning the queer attitude toward 
events in Germany of a domestic

nature which is apparent from dec- | 
larations by Roosevelt and other | 
authoritative personalities in the 
United States of America.” 

Return Expected Later. 

Officials generally had expected 
that Dieckhoff would return to Ber- 
lin to report only after Wilson had 
conferred with President Roosevelt. 

Upon the nature of the American 
envoy'’s report, the gist of which 
Dieckhoff had been expected to 
learn, would depend the next Ger- 
man step, informed circles believed. 

Yesterday, however, it was re- 
liably learned, reports from the 
United States were considered by 
Nazis to be so unfavorable that the 
immediate summons to Dieckhoft 
was decided upon, 

The reports were said to have 
compared the general attitude dur- 
ing the Czechoslovak-German crisis 
in September with the present 
American frame of mind, whereas, 
the reports said, Americans ap- 
proved Germany’s annexation of the 
Sudeten areas because it meant the 
union of Germans with Germans, 
the handling of the Jewish situation 
caused “95 per cent” indignation. 

In a press conference Tuesday 
President Roosevelt said public 
opinion in the United States had 
been profoundly shocked by news 
of Nazi anti-Semitic violence. 

A Changed Situation. 

A man who read dispatches from 
the German Embassy in Washing- 
ton said the situation was reported 
therein to be that had a quiet pe- 
riod followed the German annexa- 
tion of Sudetenland—perhaps with 
France signing a declaration 
against war similar to the one be- 
tween the British Prime Minister, 
Neville Chamberlain, and Fuehrer 
Hitler Sept. 30—a way might have 
been paved for a better understand- 
ing with the United States. 

All this, the report from the 
United States was said to have de- 
clared, was changed overnight 
when anti-Semitic violence broke 
out in Germany after a German 
diplomat, Ernst vom Rath, was 
killed last week by a young Jew in 
the Paris Embassy.

ROOSEVELT URGES. 
MONTH STAY FOR 
REFUGEES INU. S 


Proposes Extension for Ger- 
mans and Austrians Who 
Are in This Country on 
Visitors’ Permits. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said at a press con- 
ference today that on humanitarian 
grounds he had proposed a six- 
month extension for between 12,000 
and 15,000 German and Austrian 
refugees who are in the United 
States on visitors’ permits. 

The President said unless this ex- 
tension were granted the permits 
of this large group would be can- 
celed if the refugees were not back 
in their native land by the end of 
the year. \ 

He informed Secretary of Labor 
Perkins, he said, that it would be a 
cruel and inhuman thing to compel 
these persons to go back to Ger- 
many and face possible mistreat- 


ment in concentration camps or 


other persecution. 

The President smiled but had no 
comment on the summoning home 
of Hans Dieckhoff, German Ambas- 
sador to Washington, to report on 


the “queer attitude” of the Presi- 


dent and other American authori- 
ties on domestic affairs in Ger- 
many. 

To Give Facts to Congress. 

As for the refugees here on tem- 
porary visitors’ permits, Roosevelt 
said he would present the facts to 
Congress and if Congress took no 
action the refugees would be al- 
lowed to stay in this country. 

He said he was inclined to grant 
further extensions at the expira- 
tion of the first six-month. exten- 
sion. The President added that the 
law did not limit the number of 
six-month extensions. 

The President said he had no 
thought of proposing liberalization 
of existing immigration quotas to 
take care of additional refugees, 
but added he had no doubt Con- 
gress would permit the refugees to 
remain here. He cited American 
action in permitting Russians to 
remain in the United States after 
that country was taken over by 
the Soviets. 

Many of the refugees here are 
teachers in colleges, Roosevelt as- 
serted.

American Note of Oct. 6 
Demanded Unwarrant- 
ed Interference” Cease 
and Open Door” Policy 
Be Maintained.

TOKYO, Nov. 18.—Japan reject- 
ed today all major contentions of 
the United States note of Oct. 6 
protesting against “unwarranted in- 
terference” with American rights 
in China and declared that “ideas 
and principles of the past” no 
longer applied to the Chinese situ- 
ation. 

The Japanese reply, handed to 
Ambassador Joseph C. Grew, said 
in conclusion: 

“In the face of the new situation 


any attempt to apply to the condi- 
tions of today and tomorrow the 
inapplicable ideas and principles of 


the past neither would contribute to 
the peace of East Asia ‘nor solve 
the immediate issues.” 

The Japanese note, which had 
the approval of the Cabinet and 
the sanction of Emperor Hirohito, 


declared that Japan 8838 in 
1 
Asia “which is an indi le 
condition of Japan's very exist- 
ence.” 

The note took up the points of 
the 2 protest one by one. 
On some points the allegations of 
the United States were denied. On 
otbers counter-arguments were of- 
fered. Elsewhere pleas of military 
necessity were made. 

Stand a Blow to Treaties. 

The Japanese reply was authori- 
tatively interpreted as notice that 
Japan considers that the new con- 
ditions created by its conquest of a 
large portion of China have ren- 
dered outdated. the international 
agreements concerning China 
reached immediately after the 
World War. 

Already responsible Japanese 
spokesmen have indicated a deter- 
mination that such. patts as the 
1922 nine-Power treaty, by which 
Japan, the United States and seven 
other nations pledged themselves to 
respett China’s territorial integrity 
and independence, should no long- 
er bind the Japanese Empire. 

When Ambassador Grew present- 
ed the American note Oct. 6 he 
asked for a prompt reply, but the 
Japanese Government deliberated 
long and carefully before answer- 
ing. 

The United States note listed a 
long series of violations of Amer- 
ican business and property rights. 
Demanding that the.“open door” for 
foreign trade be maintained in 
China, the note accused Japan of 
attempting to monopolize Chinese 
trade through setting up pseudo- 
Chinese monopolies and manipulat- 
ing the currency of North China. 

Text of Tokyo Reply. , 

The text of the Japanese reply 
follows: 

“Excellency:

dated Oct. 6, addressed to the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye concerning the 
rights and interests of the United 
States in China.

HAD INCOMES OF $1,000,000 


Figure Disclosed in Special Study 
of Holdings of Tax-Exempt 
Securities.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—A spe- 
cial Treasury study of 1936 income 
tax returns» showed today that in 
that year there were 61 persons re- 
porting incomes of $1,000,000 or 
more. Nearly 450,000 were in the 
less-than-$10,000 class. 

Of the 61 with $1,000,000 incomes 
New York has 25, Delaware 7, Penn- 
sylvania 6, New Jersey 5, Illinois 5, 
Michigan 4, Florida 2, Maryland 2 
and Connecticut, District of Colum- 
bia, Nevada, Texas and Virginia 
one apiece. 

The study showed that persons 
with incomes of more than $5000 re- 
ported owning $4,751,084,000 of 
state, local and Federal tax-exempt 
bonds. About $2,400,000,000 of these 
were owned by persons in income 
classes below 550,000.

eager to arrive at some definite ar- 
rangement demonstrating to the 
world, particularly the totalitarian 
states, that the two greatest de- 
mocracies could and would work in 
harmony. In that respect the sign- 
ing by the British Ambassador was 
more important than that by Prime 
Minister MacKenzie King, who had 
entered into a less extensive trade 
treaty three years ago. 

The international political aspect, 
as distinct from the commercial, 
was emphasized by Secretary Hull 
when he said, during the ceremony: 

“The two documents are of his- 
toric significance. Not only do 
they provide an instrument for an 
expansion of valuable commerce be- 
tween the countries concerned, but 
they constitute an expression of de- 
termination on the part of three of 
the world’s largest commercial na- 
tions to mainjain and strengthen a 
sound and healthy basis of interna- 
tional trade. The conclusion of the 
two agreements is a forward stride 
of surpassing importance in the di- 
rection of a firm establishment of 
non-discriminatory treatment as the 
foundation of international trade re- 
lations. 

Co-operation Among Nations. 

These agreements furnish con- 
crete ani powerful support for a 
future trend of world developments 
along the lines of increasing under- 
standing and co-operation among 
nations; of peace built upon order 
under law; of expanding interna- 
tional trade based upon fair deal- 
ing, upon equality of commercial 
treatment, and upon stability of 
those business conditions which are 
necessary if private enterprise is to 
flourish and thus to enhance the 
economic prosperity of each nation. 
Through the conclusion of these 
agreements our three nations have 
given a new vitality to the basie 
principles of a civilized world order, 
the acceptance and application of 
which are indispensable to economic 
well-being and social security with- 
in nations, to peaceful relations be- 
tween nations, and, therefore; to 
the continued advancement and 
progress of mankind.”

The Kirkwood Trust Co., by 
Commissioner Holt in charge of 
liquidation, is named as plaintiff 
in the suit filed today. The suit, in 
the name of Attorney-General Roy 
McKittrick, was filed by Assistant 
Attorneys-General Covell R. Hewitt 
and Edward C. Crow, representing 
the Attorney-General’s office. An- 
nouncement that the suit would be 
filed was made Tuesday by Mc- 
Kittrick, who had demanded re- 
turn of the money for the benefit 
of depositors and other creditors of 
the bank.

Oheim, also named a defendant, 
the petition says, “was in truth 
and fact a straw party for 
the Dickmann company, but the 
Dickmann company did not inform 
the-plaintiff of this fact, as was its 
duty so to do, and at all times 
wrongfully and fraudulently con- 
cealed from the plaintiff the fact 
that it (Dickmann company) was 
the real purchaser.” . 


Ignorant of Use of Straw Man. 


The petition states.that “in ig- 
norance“ that Oheim was a straw 
man, and “without knowledge that 
said offer in fact was made by the 
defendant (Dickmann Co.)” the of- 
fer was accepted, subject to p- 
proval of the Circuit Court of St. 


Louis County, which approval was 


given March 24, 1937. 

It 16 alleged that the Dickmann 
Co. received a 5 per cent commis- 
sion, $937.50. “Since confirmation 
of the deal,“ the petition continues, 
“the plaintiff has learned that the 
defendant in truth and fact pur- 
chased said real estate itself by and 
through Charles Oheim, straw party 
as aforesaid, without the knowledge 
and consent of the then Commis- 
sioner of Finance and the plaintiff 
herein.” * .

NAVY BOMBER CRASHES 
IN HAWAll TWO KILLED 


Five Hurt When Craft: Hits 
Boathouse at Pearl Har- 
bor Base. .

HONOLULU, Nov. 18.—Two navy 
flyers were killed and five others 
injured last night when one of the 
VP-10 squadron bombers which 
pioneered the Navy’s mass flights 


across the Pacific, crashed into a 
boathouse at the Pearl Harbor air 
base during an attempted landing. 
Lieut. (junior grade) P. H. Ash- 
worth of Wenham, Mass., and Acia- 
tion Cadet J. W. Beam of Bards- 
town, Ky., were killed. 
Lieutenant-Commander A. R. 
Bardy, executive officer of the 
squadron, was treated for shock 
and submersion at ‘he Naval Hos- 
pital. He is from Fernandina, Fla. 
The others were only slightly 
hurt and did not require hospital 
treatment. Those receiving first 
sid were R. E. Brunson of Pine 
Bluff, Ark., radfoman, second class; 
J. A. Paradowski of Hockley, Tex., 
Aviation chief machinists’ mate; H. 
Sessions of Bellamy, Ala.; and F. J. 
Gail of Franklinboro, Pa. 
A naval board of inquiry was to 
convene. today to investigate the 
crash, The plane, with seven other 
bombers, was practicing takeoffs 
and landings on floodlighted Pearl 
Harbor channel. 
The bomber was ferried here 
Jan. 10, 1935, in the navy’s second 
mass flight from San Diego, Cal., to 
the Pearl Harbor base. 
Last March, 11 navy flyers were 
killed when two PBY bombing 
planes, of which the smaller VP 
planes were forerunners, crashed 
during maneuvers in the Pacific off 
the Hawaiian Islands. Six men 
were lost when a bomber disap- 
peared at sea March 30 and five 
were killed and two rescued when a 
Bombcr crashed off Oahu Island in 
a rain squall the next day.

tion in this direction.

Strongest Man in Turkey. 

Gen. Inonu is credited with 
being the strongest man in, Turkey 
today, a designation he will have 
ample opportunity to substantiate, 
for he is expected to encounter 
plenty of opposition. 

In his late fifties, Inonu has the 
highest possible reputation both in 
private and public life. He is small 


He is good on organization 
and administration. 

For years, he was Ataturk’s clos- 
est associate, if one may employ 
that term in connection with a lead- 
er who was a one-man government. 
The two fought together in the 
World War, Inonu being Ataturk’s 
Chief of Staff at Gallipoli, where 
Ataturk turned back the Allies. 


Fell Out Two Years Ago. 


After Ataturk came into power, 
Inonu was for years his Premier. 
Then, in 1937, came a falling out. 
It appears Ataturk felt Inonu was 
interfering too much with his for- 
eign policy. 

Many thought Inonu was kin- 
ished. He remained in the Nation- 
al Assembly, but he kept quiet. 
Some shunned him, fearing Ata- 
turk. 

Then, when Ataturk became 
gravely ill last June, he sent for 
his almost lifelong associate, and 
from that time until the end Inonu 
was with his chief. 

It was obvious that they had 
made their peace. Gradually the 
politicians and foreign diplomats 
sensed that the mantle was falling 
on the shoulders of Inonu.

Precincts Involved. 

The precincts involved are the 
Twenty-fourth of the Seventeenth 
Ward, the Twenty-first of the 
Twelfth Ward, the Twenty-fourth 
of the Twenty-second Ward, the 
Twenty-third of the Twenty-first 
Ward, the Twelfth of the Eight- 
eenth Ward, the Fifteenth of the 
Second Ward, the Eighteenth of the 
Twenty-first Ward, and the Nine- 
teenth of the Twenty-eighth Ward. 

The discrepancies were not ap- 
parent in all of the three types of 
ballots. Ballots for candidates were 
involved only in the Seventeenth 
and Twelfth Ward precincts.

Atdermen Pass Bill Following 
Defeat of Bond Issut 
Proposal. 


The Board of Aldermen today 
passed an ordinance appropriating 
$100,000 from municipal revenue to 
purchase materials for use in con- 
tinuing the city’s WPA program, 
under. which 37,000 persons are em- 
ployed. 

The bill was introduced by Presi- 
dent William L. Mason of the board 
Nov. 10, two days after a $750,000 
bond issue proposal for an exten- 
sive WPA program had been de 
feated in the election. 

R. M. Bristol, the city’s WPA ex 
pediter, said to a Post-Dispatch re 
porter that the money would last 
about three months, It is the sec 
ond recent $100,000 appropriation 
for WPA work made by the board 
from municipal revenues. Almos' 
all of the first, made in August, has 
been spent, 

Formally approved by the Board 
of ‘Estimate and Apportionment to- 
day, the bill was sent to the alder- 
men by the estimate board with a 
warning that in future the alder- 
en must provide measures for rais- 
ing revenue for the WPA program. 

The warning read: “The board 
feels it necessary to remind the 
Board of Aldermen that this appro 
priation is simply adding to the 
deficit which this board believes 
should not be further increased 
without additional revenue being 
provided to take care of the in- 
crease in expenditure. 

“Before additional appropriations 
are made out of municipal revenue 
to provide for the continuance of 
WPA projects, the Goard of Alder- 
men must provide additional reve- 
nue to take care of such work.” 

The city deficit is now $2,298,000, 
and Mayor Dickmann has informed 
the Board of Aldermen that addi- 
tional revenue-raising measures will 
have to be enacted.

At present, the British tariff 
schedule refers to automobiles sim- 
ply as “motor vehicles,” which term 
has been interpreted by the British 
to include trucks as well as pas- 
senger cars. Officials said Ameri- 
can negotiators exacted no promise 
that this interpretation would be 
continued but presumed it would 
be.

Government’s foreign policy.” 

The result also was seen by some 
political observers as proof that the 
German anti-Jewish drive was re- 
acting unfavorably on the Chamber- 
lain government. 

Heathcoat-Amory said: “It just 
goes to show how short is the mem- 
ory of the electors.” 

Bartlett said agricultural Bridge- 
water scored a “quite definite de- 
feat for Chamberlain policy and a 
victory for Eden policy.”

For example, in the first nine months of 
the United States’ exports totaled $2,290;1 . it 
imports $1,434,962,000" This is a “favorable trade 
balance” of $860,234,000—a minor part of which may 
be considered as canceled out by. the so-called in- 
visible items in the balance of trade, such as expen- 
ditures of American tourists abroad and payment for 
the transfer of American goods in foreign ships. ‘To 
make up for the difference, foreign countries are 
sending us their gold reserves, which we not only 
cannot use but which we must sterilize lest they 
induce inflation. 3 
We already have accumulated about 60 per cent of 
the world’s monetary gold. This situation serves to 
complicate the problem of' international currency sta- 
bilization,. whereas if the channels of trade were 
opened up, our customer nations could pay for their 
purchases with useful commodities instead of gold at 
the inflated rate of $35 an ounce. 

The importance of the new trade agreement may 
be illustrated by citing that America’s exports to 
the United Kingdom normally equal the total of our 
exports to nine European countries—France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium, the Netherlands, Denmark, 
Norway, Finland and Czechoslovakia. Forty-seven 
million British citizens purchase more American 
goods than the billion inhabitants of Asia. 

Many trade preferences granted by Great Britain 
to her dominions and colonies under the Ottawa 
Agreements of 1932 are wiped out or modified in the 
new treaty with the United States. Moreover, a pred- 
jcate is laid for the negotiation of similar treaties 
with the other self-governing dominions besides Can- 
ada. 

It is not without significance that the veteran 
commercial attache of the United States in Berlin 
was called home on the same day that the treaty 
with Great Britain was signed. For there had been 
talk of broadening“the treaty to include Germany in 
the scope of its provisions. Recall of the Berlin 
attache may well be a notification that the United 
States is unwilling to join in a policy of appease- 
ment toward a nation that pursues a deliberate 
course of racial persecution and insists upon consti- 
tuting itself a menace to world peace. 

On the other hand, the fear, expressed in certain 
quarters that the trade agreement in some way 
tacitly involves us in a defensive alliance with the 
British Empire appears entirely unfounded. It has 
been specifically denied by Secretary Hull. ‘What- 
ever one may think of the Munich settlement, more- 
over, Britain remains the Power which is more likely 
than any, other to defend the principles to which the 
American’ people are committed. Therefore, if the 
stimulation of trade between the two countries 
strengthens Great Britain economically, we have 
everything to gain and nothing to lose. 

The same is true of the other 18 nations with which 
we have executed reciprocal trade pacts. Since a 


policy ‘of nationalistic self-sufficiency tends strongly 


toward dictatorship, while broad international trade 
bulwarks. democracy, the treaties do serve to draw 
the self-governing nations together and to stress 
their common interests, Yet the virtue of this nat- 
ural cohesion of the democracies is that it strength- 
ens each both internally and in its international fe- 
lations without requiring the assumption of unwel- 
come obligations. *

this prospective expansion of our foreign trade to be 
qualified by vague fears of implied diplomatic com- 
mitments.

incurrence of this debt was part of one 
of the greatest mystic ceremonials the world 
has ever witnessed. 

It began when thousands of men in over- 
alls swarmed into a hole in the ground to 
extract a metallic symbol of this religion. 
Then more priests, high and low, went 
through new rites, and finally it was trans- 
ported to a holy of holies, in Kentucky. 
Here had been prepared another hole in 
the ground, beneath a fortress known as 
Fort Knox, and into this hole the metal was 
reverently laid. And there ended the cere- 
monial called Two Holes in the Ground. The 
ceremonial has other names. It also is 
called the Great Sterilization of Gold. It 
also is called Preventing Inflation. 

It cost the United States $1,233,000,000 to 
buy in 1937 the gold which it reverently 
laid into the hole in the ground at Fort 
Knox. The first thing to be said about all 
this is that there is something to the re- 
ligion of gold. . 

The world needed an international 
dium of exchange. When the religion was 
first founded, it was named “The Automatic 
Gold Standard.” And it worked simply, 
without man having to pay much attention 
to it. If gold came to a country and in- 
creased the backing for credit and currency, 
the use of ‘currency or credit was increased. 
Business was stimulated and in time a fever 
known as inflation set in. The fever pro- 
duced a rise in purchasing power, and with 
the increased wealth the people bought 
goods, This raised prices at home. So the 
people began to buy cheaper goods from 
abroad. To pay for these foreign goods, they 
shipped the gold abroad, Then the fever 
subsided, the inflation ended, and the gold 
which had piled up in one country was re- 
distributed. 


L AST year every American citizen went 


produced last year. In other words, the 
United States Treasury last year subsidized 
the world’s gold-mining business. 

And this is a new kind of subsidy. Not 
only were American gold mines subsidized; 
the wealth of American citizens was used to 
enrich foreign mine owners, all foreign mine 
owners. Not only that, but much more mon- 
ey was spent on the foreigners than on the 
home folks, Of each American’s debt of 
$9.46, citizens (who after all can be taxed) 
received only $1.35. The other $8.11 went 
abroad, a swot of it to South Africa, a swot 
to Russia, and smaller driblets to the other 
gold-mining countries. 

During the same year the Government 
spent about the same amount in paying re- 
lief to American citizens who were unable 
to support themselves. That act of human- 
itarianism provoked a national debate, which 
has yet to subside. But the act of paying 
ming owners in foreign countries provoked 


no debate. For it was an act of religion. 
* * 


That is the worst aspect, but there is 
another bad aspect of this strange gold rit- 
ual. It served to steady international ex- 


changes, and so greased the tracks over 


which foreign capital made its escape to 
the United States. Once here, the foreign 
capital was used to buy an interest in 
American business. So American business 


‘is not now working for American owners 


and American interests to the same degree 
as formerly. 

Still another point, this invading foreign 
capital has given foreign countries assets in 
this country which can be used to buy sup- 
plies in event of a foreign war. So the in- 
rush of foreign capital makes it possible 
for foreign countries to circumvent applica- 

legislation. 


Miss Squire’s Waterfowl 


Ress in the N ews 


T has been a privilege and a delight for 
] the Post-Dispatch to present to its read- 
ers Lorene Squire’s photographs of water 
fowl. From time to time in the last year 
or two, we have published this young Kan- 
sas girl's camera studies of ducks and 
geese, as exquisite in feeling and compo- 
sition, one almost dares to say, as the etch- 
ings of Benson or Bishop. Last Sunday a 
page in Pictures was devoted to selections 
from “Wildfowling With a Camera.” (J. B. 
Lippincott Co., Philadelphia). 

Now comes the book itself, and no one 
who has ever hunted in a marsh at dawn or 
dusk, or who has in any way been affected 
by the beauty, majesty and mystery of the 
migratory water birds of North America, 
can fail to be awed and even edified by her 
work. It is one of those big, handsome 
books, mostly photographs, that make one 
buttonhole his friends and say: “Here is 
what a mallard rising from a pond really 
looks like, And would you mind tossing 
that horribly realistic Audubon chromo into 
the waste-paper basket?”

To get these pletures, the charming and 
lovely Miss Squire worms her way over the 
Kansas prairie, getting her Peck & Peck 
messed up with cockleburrs, content if she 
gets one good shot out of 40 at the goose, or 
mallard, or teal, or willet, or whatever bird 
she is stalking. Or she huddles drenched to 
the skin in a canoe, as waterfowl gabbie 
within camera shot, praying for a ray of 
sunlight to put the picture on her lens. 

In the text of the bock, a sort of melodie 
underlining of the photographs, Miss Squire 
describes her decade or so of hunting with 
a camera. It is unobtrusive stuff, and prop 
erly so, but often amusing and instructive. 
Most sportsmen who have with poor luck 
followed the erratic flights of the jacksnipe 
will be comforted with the rather abject 
confession of so hard a camera hunter 45 
Miss Squire that she has never deen able 
to get the image of this bird on her lens.

Though the cruel injustice of the 
Nazis is unique in the history of 
modern nations, the necessity for 
massive emigration out of Central 
Europe has existed for nearly a cen- 

The reason is clear enough. 
From the sixth century to the nine- 
teenth century, the total population 
did not rise above 180,000,000. It 
was kept down by great epidemics 
like the black death, by a very high 
rate of infant mortality, by diseases 
that modern science and. public 
health administration have since 
learned to prevent, and perhaps by 
biological causes that are quite ob- 


re. 
But after the year 1800 the, popu- 
lation of Europe grew suddenly at 
a startling rate and by 1914 it had 
become 460, 000/000. The older 
Europe could obviously never have 
supported such a population. But in 
the nineteenth century two funda- 
mental things made it possible not 
only to support such an increase of 
the European population but to sup- 
port it in increasing comfort. The 
first of these was the industrial 
revolution and the world-wide di- 
vision of labor under free trade, the 
other was the opening up to settle- 
ment by Europeans of the virgin 
lands of the Western Hemisphere. 
Europe lived by exporting manufac- 
tured goods, pioneer farmers, and 
artisans. 

* * . 


The World War ‘marked the end 
of the regime of free trade and the 
end of the possibility of free migra- 
tion, At once Central Europe be- 
came greatly overcrowded, particu- 
larly overcrowded in its cities. For 
the people of the cities, and this, of 
course, included most of the Cen- 
tral European Jews, depended for 
their existence at their customary 
standard of life upon a volume of 
international trade that was con- 
tinually contracted in the post-war 
period. Immediately there were too 
many urban people, too many shop- 
keepers, too many professional men, 
too many artists and intellectuals, 
all in fierce competition for the nar- 
rowing opportunities of Europe. 
And there was no settled and tem- 
perate region of the earth open to 
these urban people, long divorced 
from the soil and so unfitted by 
generations of urban existence for 
the life of pioneers in a wilder- 
ness. ’

The problem is a coloniul pro’ 
jem, and it seems improbable that 
Great Britain, France, Belgium and 
Portugal can consider a redistribu- 
tion of colonies without insisting as 
part of the bargain that there shall 
be some provision for the victims 
along with fresh opportunities for 
their oppressors. If colonies are to 
be redistributed in order to carry 
out the policy of appeasement, 
surely an integral part of that ap- 
peasement must be some orderly, 
feasible place of settlement for the 
minorities who cannot live in Eu- 
rope under Nazi rule.

But that is not all it means, If 
this migration is to be organized, it 
will have to be a regimented move- 
ment of peoples under a strict polil- 
ical discipline. For only under a 
strict political discipline can the ex- 
cessively urbanized migrants be re- 
educated and trained to the life of 
pioneers in a new country. This 
would be necessary in any event to 
make possible migration on a large 
scale; it will be essential in view of 
the inevitable nervous impairment 
which this persecution will have in- 
flicted upon them. They cannot 
hope as individuals to drift out of 
Central Europe to places of safety 
where they can live the urban life 
to which they are accustomed. They

YUGOSLAV “TREATY MAKER,” 
ANTON TRUMBITCH, DIES 


Delegate to Versailles Peace Con- 
ference; Foreign Minister in 
Nation’s Early Cabinets.

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia, Nov. 18.— 
Anton Trumbitch, former Yugoslav 
Foreign Minister who was kfown 
as “the treaty maker,” died today. 
He was 76 years old. 


Trumbitch, as. Yugoslav delegate 
to the Versailles peace conference, 
played an important role in the re- 
shaping of Central Europe after 
the World War. He was spokes 
man for Serbs, Croatians and Slo- 
venes in the postwar dismember- 
ment of the Austro-Hungarian Em- 
pire and frequently conferred with 
members of the United States peace 
treaty delegation, especially Wood- 
row Wilson, of whom he was an 
ardent admirer. 

Trumbitch, born in 1863, rose 
through leadership of the Croat Na- 
tional party, which worked for har- 
mony between Serbs and Croats. 
On the eve of the World War he 
went to Italy but later transferred 
his nationalist operations to En- 
gland. In May, 1915, the Yugoslav 
Committee, with Trumbitch as 
President, was constituted formally 
in London. 

In October, 1918, he was appoint- 
ed Yugoslav Foreign Minister and 
held that post in several early cab 
inets. Later internal differences 
Placed him in a minority and he 
drifted gradually into deeper oppo- 
sition to the Yugoslav administra. 
on as leader of the Croat Federal- 
ist peasant party.

Since then he has taken steps to 
become a United States citizen.

most all nations and because they 
are everywhere too thinly scat- 
tered to defend themselves against 
violent attack.” 

“When the Germans had lost the 
world War hatched by their ruling 
class,” he says, “immediate at- 
tempts were made to blame the 
Jews, first for instigating the war 
and then for losing it. . Success 
attended these efforts. The hatred 
engendered against the Jews not 
only protected the privileged 
classes, but enabled a small, un- 
scrupulous and insolent group to 
place the German people in a state 
of complete bondage.” 

When Hatred Is Uppermost. 

Einstein cites some of the crimes 
charged against the Jews in the 

“to the atrocities per- 
petrated against, them,” charges 
which he said were “known to 
their instigators to be untrue all 
the while but which time and again 
influenced the masses.” 

“In times of unrest and turmoil 
the masses aré inclined to hatred 
and cruelty,” he writes, “whereas, 
in times of peace these tfaits of 
human nature emerge stealthily.” 

The scientist says the basic tra- 
ditional traits of a Jew are his he- 
lief in the “democratic ideal of ac- 
cial justice” and his “high regard” 
for “every form of intellectual as- 
piration and spiritual effort.” 

“Hence the hatred of the Jews 
by those who have reason to shun 
popular enlightenment,” he says. 
“I see in this the essential cause 
for the savage hatred of Jews rag- 
ing in present-day Germany.” 

Dr. Einstein spoke of past anti- 
Semitic attempts in the United 
States. He said, “they will repeat 
the attempt in times to come. So 
far, all such tendencies have failed 
because of the people’s strong po- 
litical instinct. 

“And so it will remain in the fu- 
ture, if we cling to this rule: ‘Be- 
ware of flatterers, especially when 
they come preaching hatred.’ ”

“Oh, yes, sometimes the players 
all want to call the play. I don’t 
know if you recall it, but when I 
was with Pittsburgh we had the 
ball on Ohio State’s one-yard line 
with two minutes to play and it 
was first down. As we trotted into 
the huddle all the players were try- 
ing to tell the quarterback what to 
call. But he took charge. ‘Quiet, 
quiet,’ he commanded and he called 
a pass from me to him and he 
tripped over his own feet and failed 
to catch the ball. It cost us the

The betting is 5 to 9 
that there will be a different re- 
sult tonight, and the probability 
is that Apostoli will be declared 
the winner before the 15 rounds 
are up. 

Apostoli, younger and the harder 
hitter, has learned something about 
fighting left-handers. The most 
popular guess is that he will halt 
Corbett in the last five rounds. 

It will be Corbett’s first fight 
here in some 10 years. He lost a 
decision to Sammy Baker in his 
last appearance here, and he didn't 
like it. He still thinks it was rob- 
bery, but is willing to give New 
York one more chance. 

Corbett is an unusual specimen. 
From his Almost unmarked ap- 
pearance and the way he steps 
around the ring, he might not be 
a day older than <Apostoli’s 25 
years. His exaggerated southpaw 
stance has made him a hard one 
to hit, and he seems to take his 
fighting more casually than most. 

“I'm sure I'll beat Apostoli 
again, and I think I'll be able to 
fight in the top flight for at least 
five more years,” he says. “I’ve 
lived differently from most fight- 
ers. Stayed out of pool rooms and 
never went around a gymnasium 
except when I was actually train- 
ing.” 

Whether this exemplary conduct 
will get him past Apostoli this time 
is doubtful, for Freddie is loaded 
and determined to erase the one 
real blemish on his record. He 
has concentrated on hitting with 
his right and beating his left-hand- 
ed sparring mates to the punch. 
It should be a real good fight.

To see six Double 
Plays in one game is supposed 
to be something, but nothing com- 
pared-to 15 or 20 of them Cali- 
fornia Double Plays in one gang. 
They traveled highways and by- 
ways and sideways, Some slept 
under trees where they woke up 
and .gave the tree a kick with 
their foot and breakfast fell in 
their faces. Others slept in 
round houses and jail houses. 
That is the land of Double Plays 
and don't let anyone tell you any 
different.

“In them days a fellow was 

always good for his breaktast 
at the Buck’s House in San Luis 
Obispo, Cal.

Sore Thr Oat - Logan 3 M. D. 


EVERAL epidemics of streptococcic sore throat from different 

parts of the country have been reported to this column, and in re- 

sponse to several requests, I am writing a brief description~of its 
nature and treatment. ° 

Incidence: In an epidemic in Iowa that 
lasted from Nov. 6 to Dec. 20, last year, 195 
cases were observed, of which 60 were in 
children and 135 in adults. 

Incubation period was about three days 
following the use of milk or cream contain- 
ing the germ. The onset was sudden, with 
headache, backache, vomiting, diarrhea and 
sore throat. 

The soreness of the throat was extreme. 
Swallowing was painful and difficult, and 
saliva drooled from the corners of the mouth. 

The pulse was usually very rapid. At the 
end of about four ‘days there was a general 
red rash all over the body except the head 

DR. CLENDENING. and face. 

The whole illness lasted from three to five days. 

A germ known as the hemolytic streptococcus was cultured from the 
throats. In almost all instances, milk from a single dairy was found re- 
sponsible for the epidemic. The cause of the infection of the milk is a 
break in the technique of milking so that the milk becomes infected 
either from the hands of the milkers, from the pails or in some other 
way. It must be remembered that bacteria grow well in milk, and a 
very slight infection may produce widespread results. Milk is also the 
only standard article of diet, obtained from animal sources, that is con- 
sumed in its raw state. ;

IN THE DIFFERENTIAL diagnosis it is very important to be sure 
one is not dealing with an epidemic of scarlet fever. The sore throat 
and the rash are in combination very suggestive. Once during the time 
I was in army practice, I was asked to go to a camp about 50 miles 
away from my hospital to inspect a milk-borne streptococcic sore throat 
epidemic. The whole thing was really scarlet fever. 

In making the diagnosis, the recovery of streptococci from the throat 
in culture, and the use of the Dick skin test should rule out Scarlet 
fever. The best preventive is to pasteurize the milk. This should al- 
ways be done when it is known an epidemic is going about. The best 
treatment is probably rest and time and local applications, such as gar- 
gies, to the throat. The disease is self-limited, and while there are some 
fairly serious complications, such as middle-ear infection, no treatment 
has been known to reduce these. 

Sulfanilimid, the new antiseptic which has become so popular, was 
used quite successfully in the Iowa epidemic. Its action is supposed to 
kill all the germs in the blood and tissties, so if it works it would be an 
idea] treatment.

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HE Bee boys and Bee girls, now 
T* the autumn days have come 

and the fodder’s in the shock 
and the potatoes in the cellar, are 
taking it easy down on the farm. 
They sleep mornings as late as 5:30 
o'clock and take their time at their 
chores and quit work at early dark. 
In the time of planting and plow- 
ing and harvesting it is not so, for 
there are only 11 of the Bees and 
on their 336 acres there’s work for 
them to do, 

The Bee boys are seven and the 
Bee girls are four. The boys are 
bachelors, and the girls, likewise, 
have never married. The brothers 
and sisters live on the farm, in 
Mascoutah Township, IIlinois, about 
half way between Lebanon and 
Mascoutah, where they have resid- 
ed for 37 years. There were 14 in 
the family when Albert Bee and 
his wife and all the young Bees 
swarmed out of Clinton County and 
settled in St. Clair County. 

Father Bee and Mother Bee had 
an even dozen of children growing 
up, eight boys and four girls. They 
were a bit crowded in their hive 
on the 135-acre farm that Albert 
Bee rented, but the children grew, 
healthy and strong, until, when Al- 
bert Bee died in 1918, he left as his 
chief heritage to Mrs. Bee a dozen 
willing workers to help her run the 
farm, 

There never was any trouble about 
keeping the boys and girls on the 
farm. The home hive was good 
enough for them, After their father 
died they stayed on as a matter of 
course, with Mrs. Bee directing the 
work and the 12 doing it. Then in 
1933 Mrs. Bee died, at the age of 
75, and the 12 children were left to 
get along the best they could. 

The 12 took a step which neither 
rp Bee nor his widow had seen 

t take, Th the to 
the time of his aout Atsart Mos 
rented the farm on which the fam- 
ily lived and after his death his 
widow continued to pay rent up to 
the day of her death. The next 
year, however, the brothers and sis- 
ters, having decided unanimously 
that they would stick together and 
stay on the place, not as renters but 
as owners, bought it and now they 
are operating it as their own, to- 
gether with 200 additional acres that 
they rent.

Hugo died, leaving only 11 to do 
all the work that needs to be done 
on a farm. They do it without 
strain these autumn days, but when 
the seasons make their demands 
the Bees are up at 4:30 in the 
morning and on the wing before 
rise of sun and they toil until set 
of sun and the onset of night, for 
despite their numbers there are al- 
ways tasks waiting to be done. 

They must toil because they are 
11 and all must eat, 11 to sit at 
breakfast and at four more meals 
a day when the time is long. be- 
tween the rising and the setting of 
the sun. The 15 horses, the 20 head 
of cattle, the drove of hogs and the 
chickens and turkéys have to be 
fed and the growing of feed for 
all these takes toll. When the 
farmed acres have provided the 
food for the family and the feed 
for the stock, there is need of sur- 
plus to sell in the market place 
for the money to buy the things 
that do not come from the soil.

HETHER it is the busy season 
W or the slackening time that au- 

tumn brings, the Bees each 
morning are early astir. No one of 
them is charged with the duty of 
rising first and calling the others. 
They rise and face the day as they 
work through the day, by habits 
of agreement that are not depend- 
ent upon direction or leadership. 
The chanticleers that hail the morn 
are their alarm clocks. Presently 
they are all astir, the men in their 
two-room dormitory up stairs and 
the women in their downstairs 
rooms. 

Three of the sisters, Emilia, 
Frieda and Hilda begin the prepa- 
ration for breakfast, while Lizzie 
goes out with one of her brothers 
to help mln the nine cows. The 
other brothers feed the stock and 
make preparations for an early 
start on the day’s work. 

Breakfast is a regular meal, with 
meat and potatoes as foundational 
items, for there’s a hard day's work 
ahead and food is needed that will 
stick to a farmer's ribs till time 
for another meal. No namby-pam- 
by breakfast foods for the Bees. 

There is little evidence of plan- 
ning on the Bee farm. No one par- 
ticular ‘Bee is superintendent or 
manager, If need be there is a 
little casual conversation among 
the brothers about the work that 
most needs to be done and, with or 
without teams, according to what is 


to be done, they go in groups or 
singly to their tasks. 

There is not much specialization. 
Joe is recognized by the others as 
the best livestock man among them. 
When there is work of that kind to 
be done that calls for expert doing, 
Joe does it. 
selling to be done Joe does that. 
Charlie, the oldest brother, does 
most of the carpentering, with such 
help as he needs from the others, 
Emil is the machinist and elec- 
trician and all-round repair man. 
He has a well-equipped shop across 
the barnyard from the house which 
‘serves also asa sort of clubroom for 
the brothers when the weather is 
bad, because Emil has a heating 
stove there, as well as his forge, 
and when the north wind blows his 
shop is a good place to loaf. It 
suits the women, who can go about 
their work at the house without a 
lot of brothers underfoot. 

There has been some talk among 
the brothers about getting a pool 
table for the repair shop, but it has 
not got beyond the talking stage. 
There is an undertone of distrust 
among the Bee brothers. They 
might fall into idling ways. So the 
pool table will probably not be in- 
stalled. ; 

The Bee sisters, with the Bes 
brothers out of the way, go method- 
ically at their household tasks. It 
is method rather than plan that 
they follow, although Lizzie, the 
eldest, exercises a sort of leader- 
ship. Each does the thing nearest 
at hand and has the help of the 
other three. With four pair of hands 
to share the task, the breakfast 
dishes are quickly disposed of and 
the preliminaries are begun for the 
big noonday meal. If it is a long 
day, with early rising and late set- 
ting of sun, calling for something 
to eat in mid-forenoon and mid-aft- 
ernoon; there is provision for these. 
Preparation of five meals a day is 
no great chore for four capable 
women, even on wash day, when 
there are at the least 30 shirts and 
15 pairs of overalls to be washed, 
along with the women’s garments 
and the household linen. 

The 800 chickens and 30 turkeys 
are looked after by the women, for 
the men can't be bothered by such 
work as that, although they have 
to admit that the chickens and eggs 
pay for all that has to be bought 
for the table and sometimes a little 
more,

The wom- 
en could make jumpers and over- 
alls if they were minded to, but 
they have figured out that these 
can be bought out of the mail-order 
catalogue cheaper than they can 
be made. 

Overalls and jumpers are the 
favorite garb of the men weekdays 
and Sundays.

Question 30 (answered above) was 
based. With West the declarer at 
three no trump, North opens the 
spade six and dummy’s blank ace 
wins. A count of tricks tells de- 
clarer that, unless he runs into a 
very bad diamond break his con- 
tract will be cold with six diamond 
tricks, two hearts, and at least one 
spade. The only danger is that 
the missing J, 10, 8, 7 of diamonds 
may possibly lie in one defender’s 
hand. If that is the case, and it 
is North who holds them, declarer 
(West) is helpless. He cannot, by 
any method of play, prevent North 
from making a diamond trick. Nat- 
urally, West cannot know that the 
spade king is in a position where 
it cannot trap his queen, hence 
should feel that if a diamond trick 
is lost, the contract may well be 
lost with it. As stated, he cannot 
guard against North’s holding all 
four diamonds, but he most cer- 
tainly can guard against the same 
condition in the South hand. The 
proper play at the second trick is 
to lay down dummy’s diamond 
queen. If both opponents follow, 
the suit must break, i. e., the ace 
and king will draw the outstanding 
diamonds. If North fails to follow 
to the queen, another diamond is 
led from East. South then will be 
helpless. If he plays the 10 (from 
his remaining J, 10, 8) West wins, 
returns to dummy with the heart 
ace, and leads another diamond 
through the J, 8. If South fails to
